BILL PENDING 
._s Washington, To-day. 
The statement ‘by President 
Roosevelt to the effect that the 
United States Neutrality Law had 
proved not a contribution to.peace, 
but had’ heightened the possibility 


“of war threats, is taken to ‘indicate 


that the President has. decided to]-

change the law. 
One revision may be that the 
question of what constitutes an 


act of aggression will be decided. 


by the President himself. The 
President may ask for power to 
enable him to place the .arma- 
‘ment industries of the United 
States at the disposal of those 
countries which, in his opinion, 
are victims of aggression. 


Some of the provisions of the 
Neutrality Law cease to hold good 
after May lst, and it is presum- 
ed in circles in close touch with 
the White House that Congress 
will meet prior to this date with 
the object of revising the Newtra- 
lity Law on the lines suggeste 
by President Roosevelt. 


Circles known to be opposed to 
any change have already jntimat- 
ed their intention to fight any at- 
tempt to tamper with the neutra- 
lity principle on the grounds that 
auch action would inevitably in-
